Grand Staircase-Escalante National Monument (GSENM) this coming Tuesday, February 14 between 
11 am and noon in their revised, scheduled Commission Meeting.

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KANE COUNTY RESOLUTION NO. R 2017 -1 

A RESOLUTION DECLARING KANE COUNTY’S INTENT 
TO IDENTIFY THE MINIMUM AREA NECESSARY FOR 
THE GRAND STAIRCASE ESCALANTE NATIONAL MONUMENT 

WHEREAS, the Grand Staircase - Escalante National Monument (GSENM) was created in 
1996 by Presidential Proclamation 6920 without any input or support from Kane or Garfield 
Counties, their citizens, their public officials, or the State of Utah; and 

WHEREAS, the GSENM was created without consideration of roads, local economies, customs, 
culture and heritage; and 

WHEREAS, GSENM has resulted in diminished grazing rights, energy and mineral rights, 
public road access, state trust land properties, and resource use and preservation; and 

WHEREAS, for more than 20 years the GSENM has had a negative impact on the prosperity, 
development, economy, custom, culture, heritage, educational opportunities, health, and well¬ 
being of local communities; and 

WHEREAS, establishment of GSENM has resulted in a 44% reduction in Escalante High 
School enrollment (from 151 to 67) since September, 1996; and 

WHEREAS, establishment of GSENM has resulted in loss of business opportunity and out¬ 
migration of families, workers and jobs; and 

WHEREAS, boundary adjustments are authorized by law and are needed to protect the 
prosperity, health, safety and welfare of the citizens of Kane and Garfield Counties; and 

WHEREAS, boundary adjustments identified by Garfield and Kane Counties are essential to the 
protection of health, safety, welfare, prosperity, custom, culture, and commercial opportunities 
for their citizenry; and 

WHEREAS, boundary adjustments identified by Garfield and Kane Counties are necessary for 
optimizing multiple-use and sustained-yield including: 1) access to public lands, 2) commerce, 3) 
development, and protection of natural resources, 4) traditional recreational resource values, 5) 
traditional cultural and historical values, 6) agricultural livestock and forest products industries, 
and 7) other activities vital to the custom, culture and well-being of the area; and 

WHEREAS, designation of lands as monument has reduced the ability to actively manage for 
land health issues such as: vegetation treatments, erosion control, water management, grazing 
management, wildlife management activities, and invasive plant control. 

NOW THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE KANE COUNTY BOARD OF 
COMMISSIONERS, IN AND FOR KANE COUNTY, STATE OF UTAH, AS FOLLOWS: 
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Kane County, along with Garfield County and the State of Utah, will consult with the United 
States Department of Interior Bureau of Land Management and create mapping that indicates the 
minimum acreage necessary to protect the antiquities and objects identified in Presidential 
Proclamation 6920; 

Kane County urges the Utah State Legislature and the Utah federal legislative delegation to 
support legislative action that will reduce and modify GSENM boundaries to the minimum area 
necessary to protect antiquities and objects identified in Presidential Proclamation 6920.

Grand Staircase-Escalante National Monument: Myths vs. Facts 


The first time Congress considered extensive federal protection for the area now encompassed by the 
Grand Staircase-Escalante National Monument was 1930 (Barnes, 2009; Rogers 2013). Surrounded by 
Grand Canyon National Park, Bryce Canyon National Park, Capital Reef National Park and Glen Canyon 
National Recreation Area, the Grand Staircase has long been considered worthy of special designation. 

Polls consistently demonstrate strong support for the Grand Staircase. The Pew Charitable Trust (2016) 
found that twice as many Utahans describe the Grand Staircase as good for the state, rather than a bad 
thing for Utah (52% to 23%). Colorado College Conservation in the West 2016 poll found that the 
monument designation was good for Utah (45% to 25%). 

70% of Utahans believe the Grand Staircase is good for Utah's Tourism industry, and they're right! 
January - November Tourism Taxes for Garfield and Kane counties, the two counties that are home to 
the Grand Staircase, totaled nearly 4.6 million dollars! The Escalante Visitor Center saw a 51% increase 
in visitation from 2015 to 2016. 

96.4% of the Monument remains open for grazing. When the Grand Staircase was established in 1996, 
there were 77,400 permitted Animal Unit Months (the measure for federal permits). In 2016, there 
were 76,957. Most permits were given up voluntarily due to drought, or in some areas along the 
Escalante River, sold to the Grand Canyon Trust for higher than market value to protect the fragile 
riparian zone (Bureau of Land Management, 2016) 

Monuments are good for communities of the rural West! Headwaters Economics (2014) found that 
counties with at least 30% of land with federal protection enjoyed 262% more job growth over the last 
40 years than rural counties without the benefit of federally protected federal land. 

Demographic and economic change is taking place and follows a trend identifiable as the 21 st Century. 
Farming and ranching have been declining, while older citizens with new industries such as tourism, and 
the supporting industries around it, are moving in (De Alessi, 2010). It's not the fault of the Monument, 
but natural economic evolution, a trend so common throughout the Western United States it's referred 
to as the New West (Shumway & Otterstrom, 2001)
